That the Department of Administrative and Financial Services, Bureau of Revenue Services shall make
available a form for a personal representative to request a certificate of discharge of personal liability
under the Maine Revised Statutes, Title 36, section 4066 and shall make the form and an explanation
of the discharge process available on a publicly accessible website and through other available means;

Sec. 2 Review federal requirements for discharge of liability. Resolved: That
the Department of Administrative and Financial Services, Bureau of Revenue Services shall review
procedures under the United States Internal Revenue Code for the discharge of persona liability of
a personal representative under the federal estate tax and report to the Joint Standing Committee on
Taxation by January 15, 2010 identifying those requirements and procedures and the ways in which they
differ from requirements and proceduresin this State; and be it further
